HENRY JOHNSON SAYS 
KING GAVE HIM MEDAL 


Négro Tells Audience That No 
Common Officer, Major, Colo- 
nel or General Decorated Him. 


An audience of negroes that more 
than half filled’ the Coliseum last 
night were thrilled and enraptured 
by Sergt. Henry Johnson of Albany, 
N. Y¥., the hero of the 369th Infaa- 
try, who was awarded the Croix de 


(;uerre with palm for putting to rout 
with Private Needham Roberts of 
the same regiment, a German patrol 
in No Man's Land the night of May 
15, 1918. 

The crowd was not as large by 
fully 2000 as the one which greeted 
the Alabama barber, who posed as 
Johnson in the Collseum six weeks 
ago, but was more demonstrative, as 
the real Johnson gave a fiery ac- 
count of his own achievements and 
denounced the white soldiers in 
France. ‘ 

Johnson thus told of the ceremony 
of his decoration for heroism: 

“This ain't the only medal I got,” 
Le declared, tapping the French war 
cross with his hand. “I got a whole 
pocketful of medals. I wasn’t deco- 
rated by no common officer—Mafor, 
Co'onel or General—I was decorated 
‘by a King. 

“My medals is the highest in the 
war. When the King pinned them 
me the white soldiers shouted, 
‘He ain't got no sense’ he'll get drunk 
and jose them medals in a gambling 
game.’ But, good people, I don't 
drink; neither does I gamble. 

“IT seen so many dead men that 
live men looked unnatural to me, and 
hard that if I was a 
white man I'd be Governor of New 
York today.” 

Johnson said=that with Roberts he 
killed four and wounded 30 Germans 
'of the raiding party. “There was at 
least a hundred Huns around me,” 
ihe related. “There was German air- 
planes behind me, German artillery 
in front of me, Gerwan machine 
guns on the sides of me. But I stood 
my ground with my bolo knife... I cut 
my way through the Germans till I 
reached their leader, a Captain. He 
hugged me and I hugged him, and we 
both went round and round. 

“After all the fracas had cleared 
away, and after my white Lieutenant 
had ‘toed the gate’ and fled, I count- 
ed up 34 Huns that I had put away.’ 
| Johnson takes more credit to, him- 
‘self than was accorded him in a Iet- 
‘ter he displays from Col. William C. 
Hayward of the 369th Infantry. Col. 
Hayward officially reported that 
Johnson and Roberts were attacked 
by 12 to 20 Germans who, after a 
fierce fight, carried off their dead 
‘and wounded. :

RIENDS: I felt a little blue about 

making this speech until yesterday 
when Missouri accepted equal 
frage. It seemed to me up to that 
time almost too much of an uphill pull 
to the city’s deliverance from Schnnioll- 
shevism or the emancipation of this 
great community from U. R. rule. I 
knew, of course, that some day the 
reople would rise to chase the one and 
throw off the other, but I questioned if 
I would live to see it or there would 
remain in any of us the least zest for 
self-government when we got it. 

I could not feel up to that time that 
anything particularly could be accom- 
plished by dragging a man like Flint 
Garrison out and running him for of- 
fice simply because he happened to be 
a good man and had the couregs to 
explain to us that the city hall is a 
gear box from which almost every 
evil we have in the community cogs as 
perfectly as if it were all so much 
machinery 

It seemed to me that a city 
had gotten itself into such a plight 
must have done so only after years of 
political depravity, and I could not be- 
lieve that it could suddenly rally from 
it or could indeed do anything more 
than steep in its own slothfulness un- 
til the gear box collapsed and the 
whole thing fell for not having for a 
long time been opposed. 

That was the way I felt about it yes- 
terday, my friends. It seemed certain 
that the gear box, as against anything 
with which we could oppose it at this 
time, would set in motion cogs and 
wheels moving every part of the city 
in perfect harmony with the city ha!!. 
I think that is perhaps what will hap- 
pen. Almost anything else would pea 
miracle. It would upset everything we 
know of political organization, the 
thing the women have just told ws 
they had to learn before they began to 
get suffrage. 

So it was from that mood the news 
from Jefferson City on yesterday 
roused me. It was from that slough of 
despondency I arose to that height of 
courage from which I address you now. 
Whatever the outlook at this time, 
could one keep on despairing knowing 
that the women are to vote and that 
ultimately shail not have to keep 
On appealing men who are for 
the most part in some way related to 
this kind of government?

THE FIRST LEAGUE OF 

A reader sends us from Detroit the 
following interesting paragraph from 
Horatio Hale's Iroquois Book of Rites, 
published in 1883. It proves, in his 
opinion, the Iroquois Indians to have 
originated the league of nations idea. 
Indeed, the six confederated tribes of 
the Iroquois had a very effective league 
of nations operating when the Euro- 
peans came to this hemisphere. They 
were even further advanced than we 
ere now. The quotations from Hale: 

‘Hiawatha had tong beheld with 
grief the evils which afflicted not only 
his own nation, but all the other tribes 
about them through the continual 
wars in which they were engaged and 
the misgovernments and miseries 
at home which these wars produced. 
With much mediation he had elaborat- 
ed in his mind the scheme of a vast 
confederation which would insure uni- 
versal peace. In the mere plan of a 
confederation there was nothing new 
There are probably few if any Indian 
tribes which have not at one time or 
another been members of a league or 
confederacy. It mav almost be sald to 
be their normai condition. But the plan 
which Hiawatha had evolved differed 
from all others in two, particulars. The 
system which he devised was to be not 
a loose and transitory league, but a 
rermanent government. While each 
ration was to retain its own council and 
ite management of local affairs, the 
general control was to be lodged tn a 
federal senate, composed of repfresenta- 
tives elected by each nation, holding 
office during good behavior, and ac- 
knowledged as ruling chiefa throughout 
the whole confederacy. Still further, 
and more remarkably, the confedera- 
tion was not to be a limited one. It 
was to be indefinitely responsible. The 
avowed design of its purpose was to 
abolish war altogether. He wished the 
federation to extend until all the tribes 
of men should be included in {ft and 
peace should everywhere reign. Such 
is the positive testimony of the Iro- 
quois themselves; and their statement, 
as will be seen, is supported by his- 
torical evidence.”

PARIS, March 10,—The Germans, 
having lost the war, and with it the 
power Of bending subject peoples to 
their will, clamor for a plebiscite in 
Alsace-Lorraine. The French indig- 
nantly reject a proposal they feel 
casts doubt on the lost provinces’ loy- 
alty to France. Of this loyalty, fresh 
manifestations are constantly pour- 
ing in upon Foch’'s army of occupa- 
tion. 

To put to a vote the Alsatlans’ afta 
Lorrainers’ so obvious desire to be- 
come French again would be, the 
French .ver, like forcing a child t 
prove his love for his mother. 

The Alsatians and_ Lorrainers, 
through every channel of articulation 
open to them, are proclaiming them- 
selves of the same mind. In this 
joyful hour of reunion, they contend, 
their love for la Patria needs no 
proving. And they add that proof 
has been abundantly supplied 
throughout close upon half a century
